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LEADING HEART SURGEON 
TO SPEAK HERE 


The first Canadian doctor to perform a 
heart transplant operation will speak 
at the University on Friday, October 3. PIERRE 
GRONDIN, Head of the Department of 
Cardio-Vascular Surgery and the Department 
of Experimental Surgery at the Montreal 
Heart Institute, will deliver the year’s 
Mousseau Memorial Lecture in Lecture 
Theatre 2-117, Clinical Sciences Building, at 
8:30 p.m. on Friday, October 2. 

The L. P. Mousseau Memorial Lectures 
are sponsored annually by the medical staff 
at the Edmonton General Hospital and 
The University of Alberta. They honor 
LOUIS PHILLIPPE MOUSSEAU, for many years 
chief surgeon and chief of the medical 
staff at the Edmonton General Hospital. Dr. 
Mousseau was also a member of the 

ird of Governors of the University and 
a lecturer at the University. 

Dr. Grondin performed Canada’s first heart 
transplant on May 31, 1968, on Albert 
Murphy, 59. His next patient was Gaetan 
Paris, a 49-year-old electrical designer, 
who received his new heart in an operation on 
June 3, 1968. 


In addition to heart transplants, Dr. 
Grondin acts as operating room supervisor 
for other heart operations performed 
by surgical teams at the hospital. He has a 
private practice and presents numerous 
lectures on heart surgery. 

Born in Quebec City in 1925, Dr. Grondin 
graduated from Laval University in 1945, 
and received his honors medical degree 
from Laval in 1951. He worked as a general 
practitioner in Trois Rivieres before taking

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post-graduate training in surgery at the 
University of Pennsylvania. He became chief 
resident in general surgery at a hospital 
affiliated with the University of California 

at Los Angeles. In 1959, he returned to 

Trois Rivieres. 


In 1961, Dr. Grondin went to Houston, 
where he worked at Methodist Hospital with 
MICHAEL E, DEBAKEY, well-known heart 
surgeon who was the Mousseau Lecturer 
in 1968. Dr. Grondin returned to Montreal 
in 1963. 


Dr. Grondin is a Fellow of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Canada and the 
American College of Surgeons. He was the 
founder and is an active member of the 
Society of Thoracic Surgeons, and is an 
associate member of the American Association 
of Thoracic Surgery. He is also a 
thoracic cardio-vascular consultant at several 
other Montreal hospitals. 


COUNCIL ENDORSES 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


At a special meeting on Monday, 
September 22, the General Faculty Council 
endorsed the University Planning Committee 
Report concerning the “University of Alberta 
Long Range Development Plan” prepared 
by A. J. DIAMOND and B. MYERS, and accepted 
the plan as a flexible working guide 
for the growth and development of The 
University of Alberta campus. The motion was 
carried by a vote of 33 to 0 for endorsement 
and acceptance. Two abstentions were 
recorded. 


Four major considerations were embodied in 
the report: 

1. The Committee accepted the student 
population forecast of 27.000 to 30.000 on 
the present campus, including North 
Garneau. as a basic assumption underlying 
the Report: 

2. The Committee wished to stress the 
fact that the space estimates used in the 
report are tentative and were not being 
approved. 

3. The Committee agreed that the concept 
of the internal climate-controlled pedestrian 
easeway, while acceptable in principal. 
must be implemented with due concern for 
the related costs and impact on educational 
goals. 
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4. The Committee’s acceptance of general 
locations of buildings did not imply approval 
of specific sites for particular buildings.

RHEUMATIC DISEASE 
UNIT PREVIEWED 


The Rheumatic Disease Unit at the 
University was opened to members of the 
Canadian Arthritis and Rheumatism Society, 
Alberta Division, on Thursday, September 25. 
The preview of the Unit, which recently 
opened to provide treatment and patient care 
for persons afflicted with rheumatic 
diseases, was held in conjunction with the 
annual meeting of the Alberta Division of 
the Society. 

The Unit is a co-operative program 
involving The University of Alberta, the 
University of Alberta Hospital, the Alberta 
Health Care Insurance Commission and the 
Canadian Arthritis and Rheumatism Society. 


“A primary objective of the society is to 
establish units such as this at hospitals 
where there are medical schools.” said JOYCE 
GILFILLIAN, Executive Secretary of the 
Alberta and Saskatchewan divisions. 


In Edmonton, this places the unit in a 
hospital which is also used for teaching and 
research purposes. “We hope that it will lead 
to the training of more rheumatologists,” 
Miss Gilfillian added. 


“In 1948, there were only five rheuma- 
tologists in Canada. Through help from the 
society which has provided fellowships we 
now have more than 100. However. there is 
still a shortage. Saskatchewan, for instance. 
has only one rheumatologist.” 


GRAIN ACCEPTED AS TUITION 


The Board of Governors recently authorized 
the payment of tuition fees by means of 
delivery of feed grain to the University, 
subject to the following requirements: 

I. The privilege is restricted to students who 
would otherwise be unable to finance their 
University education. 

2. Only wheat, oats, and barley can be 
accepted. 

3. Grain will be accepted by the University 
at the going farm price for delivered grain 
to the extent of University requirements for 
feed grains. 

4. The grain must be delivered to the 
University Farm at times and in quantities 
and qualities to be specified by the University. 


The requirements are necessary because 
of the University’s limited need for feed grains 
and its desire to insure that the program 
will meet the needs of the students.
